~ An incidental remark of a Louisiana Con- 
gressman, referring to the passage of the 
Levee bill, has started certain Sonthern 
politicians on a profitless discussion.

The discussion of the question passes at 
the South as “‘ strategy.” Now, strategy is 
one of the weaknesses of Democracy general- 
ly ; Southern Democrats are especially ad- 
dicted to it. They are perpetually planning, 
and they are always quite sure that, bow. 
ever much they have been mistaken on other 
occasions, this time they have figured out 
things sonicely that there can be no mistake. 
Their calculations are always, as they be- 
lieve, infallible. Thus, if they coulll be 
credited with all the sagacity they claim, 
the result of the next national contest might 
be regarded as already decided. In fact, 
the contest itself is superfluous. For the 
Southern strategists have come to the con- 
clusion that they are masters of ‘the ‘situ- 
ation, and have but to decide with whont 
they shall share the prizes of victory.

THE ‘FEDERAL JURY SCHEME. 

The ‘‘ Jurors bill,” which has passed the 
Senate, and which, either as an indepen- 
dent bill or as a rider to the Appropriation 
bill forthe contingent expenses of the courts, 
is pretty sure to pass the House, consists of 
two portions. One relates to the repeal of 
the sections of the Revised Statutes which 
authorize a test cath for jurors in the Fed- 
eral courts.': Of these sections, it is only ne- 
cessary to say that one is mandatory, and 
makes the inability to take the test'oath a 
disqualification. The other is but permis- 
sive, and gives the court the dis¢retion, on 
the motion of the prosecuting attorney of 
‘the United States, to administer the oath. 
The repeal of these two sections (820 and 
821 Revised Statutes) constitutes what may 
be regarded as the political issue involved in 
the jury question. It is not a very pressing 
issue because, though the Republicans have 
voted against the repeal, and Mr. Epwunps, 
in particular, has opposed it with much 
spirit, it has been generally understood that 
no determined stand would be-taken on this 
question if it should come to be the only 
one interfering with the appropriations. It 
is to be remarked, also, that though the 
President vetoed the bill to which this re- 
peal was attached, he did not in his Message 
offer any objections to the repeal itself. It 
is inferred, and probably with justice, that 
should the repeal be sent to him, either in 
a separate bill or as the only rider to an 
appropriation bill, it would receive his 
approval, 

Proceeding . upon this assumption, the 
Democrats, under the especial lead of Mr, 
TaurMaN, have taken advantage of the 
attitude of the Republicans to include with 
the. repeal of the test oath an entirely dis- 
tinct proposition, establishing a new and 
hitherto unapproved . scheme ‘for drawing 
jurors in the United States courts. This 
constitutes the second portion of the Jury 
bill-referred to, The passage of the law 
which contains this provision is.as follows : 

“All\jurors, grand and petit, including those 
summoned-during the session of the court, shall be 
publicly drawn from a box containing the names of 
not less than three hundred persons possessing the 
qualifications prescribed in section 800 of the Re. 
vised Statutes, which names shall have been placed 
therein by the Clerk of sush court and a Commis 
sioner, to be appointed by the Judge thereof, which 
Commissioner shall be a citizen residing in the dis- 
trict in which such court is held, of good standing, 
and a well-known member of the principal political 
party opposing that to which the Olerk may belong; 
the Clerk and said Commissioner each to place one 
name in said box alternately until the whole num-

“ IMPERIALISM” IN EGYPT. 
* One of the most melancholy : pieces of 
reading which has beén offered to the world 
for a long period is the recent report of the 
British Famine Commission in Egypt. 
unhappy peasants of the Nile—the fella- 
heen—have for centuries, as is well known, 
had a sufficiently wretehed existence under 
the misgovernment ‘and oppression of their 
Turkish or other rulers. They have been 
looked upon merely as human machines for 
grinding out taxation for the pleasures and. 
luxuries of Turkish Pashas and Khédives. 
Every possible penny has been wrung from 
them for this iniquitous administration. 
At the building of every new palace or the 
purchase of a new harem, thé fellah of the 
Nile must not only give to the tax-gatherer 
the bread taken from his children’s mouths, 
but he must mortgage his coming crop, 
sometimes for more than a year ahead. To 
the scholar, the condition of Egypt un- 
der Turkish government was not unlike 
that of Europe under Imperial Rome, 
when taxes wére wrung from the peasants 
and farmers years ahead for the luxuries of 
the Emperors, and the pauperism and misery 
of centuries were prepared for the world. 
Yet’ this condition had not; reached its 
worst point of misery.. Under an Oriental 
régime there is always a confusion and 
néglect which aids the subject. Amid the 
general peculation, he is sometimes able to 
rob or eludehis own Government. Then, Ori- 
ental. Governments are unstable. Assas- 
sinations, murders, and. lutions change 
them, and under a new y old obli- 
‘gations are forgotten. The peasants are: 
relieved by the crimes of their masters. In 
the course of events, however, or more cor- 
a under the unparalleled stupidity of 
the Beaconsfield policy, a certain guarantee 
by France and England was given to the 
‘financial government.of Egypt.

AN AUSTRALIAN MARVEL...» 

* There 18 undoubtedly a positive. satisfac- 
tion in a belief in marvels,s0 long as the 
merciless skeptics do, not get at them and 
spoil our happiness by raising doubts. The 
skeptic is an unpleasing person, destitute of 
bowels, in the metaphorical sense, and will 
notleave us long in a comfortable accept- 
aneeof miracles; so, before he gets to in- 
quiring too curiously into the ‘‘ wonderful 
discovery” of which we, get wind all the 
way from Australia, we must extract from 
it what we may for the gratification of a 
love of the marvelous. Itis the Brisbane 
Courier that gives to the world this wonder- 
faldiseovery, and its informant appears to 
be no myth-maker. He gives names of 
well-known: persons and relates the details 
of experiments on alittle secluded island 
in Sydney Harbor, in a most convincing tone 
of matter-of-fact. 

The gist of the story is that Signor 
Rorvura, who is said to have won eminence 
by his investigations of the botany and 
natural history of South America, has dis- 
covered in that land of half explored mar- 
vels, two vegetable substances of wonderful 
potency. An extract of one of these, in- 
jected-through the skin of an animal’ by 
way of a slight puncture, immediately sus- 
pends animation, so that the aforesaid 
animal is to all intents and purposes dead— 
apparently quite as defunct asa door-nail. 
But an injection of the other vegetable 
extract, the antidote of the first, will re- 
store life at the will of the operator, and the

| The reserving of the death penalty for high

Karaxozorr, in 1866, met his fate with stoical in- 
difference, refusing to make any confession. SoLo- 
‘Viarr, who has just met the same doom, would very 
probably have preferred dying thus to rotting in a 
quicksilver mine, with chains on his wrists and 
ankles, In faet, the slow, stubborn Russian mind, 
having once fairly resigned itself to death, is not 
@asily forced back into life again. During the 
cholera of 1871, hundreds of peasants refused all 
medical aid, and perished in consequence, simply be- 
cause they had “given themselves up to die;” and 
it is recorded that the would-be assassin of a former 
Czar, being reprieved, when actually upon the scaf- 
fold, with the fatal cord around his neck, lost his 
reason from the shock, and never reeovered it. 





* ‘The Greek and Roman epicures of old are re- 
ported to have offered a large reward for the inven- 
tion of a mew dish. After centuries of gastronomy, 
especially after the tortare of culinary ingenuity we 
have. had in the cofvilized world for the last 200 
years, it would hardly be thought that we should hit 
upon & novel delicacy in the espital; of the New 
World, But we seem to have done so, the new thing 
being a familiar article in a new form—nothing jess 
than a broiled lobster. The lobster has been eaten 
from time immemorial—it is believed to have been 
the karaboe of the Greeks and the locusta of the Ko- 
mans—and always, 40 far as known, to. have been 
boiled, . Only within a few months has it occurred to 
some of the French cooks of New-York—half a dozen 
chefe of different clubs and restaurants claim to have 
been the originators of the dish—to broil the favorite 
shell-fish, which is now regularly placed upon agrid- 
iron, and, served piping hot, is greatly relished by 
all gourmets. The process of preparation is very 
simple. The fish is cut through the body, divided 
fmto equal parts, while alive, (this seems cruel, 
though it is not more cruel than boiling,) the claws 
eracked on the edge, and put over the coals until the 
shell tarns red. Then it is placed on the table, but- 
tered, sprinkled with red’ pepper, and eaten, 
Broiled lobster is certain!y much richer than boiled 
lobster—quite another dish, indeed—although there 
is between the two only the difference of a letser.
